Yer ic ſhould feem, by the Hiſtory of thar Univer- 
ſity, to be of greater Antiquity, referring the begin- 
ning thereof ro certain Greek Phyloſophers, that 
came into this Ifland with the Trojens, and placed 
themſclves at a {wa not farr from Oxford, corrupt- 
ly called, Greglade, for Greeklade , the which Phy- 
loſophers being afterwards allured with the pleafane 
fituarion of the place, removed thence to the Soyle 
where Oxford now ftandeth, and there Taughe the 
Liberal! Sciences. Which Record (as I conceive) 
cannot hold good, it being 2 queſtion among V Vri- 
ters, Fhetber ever Brute 4nd the Trojanes came tnts 
this Land 2 But it is improbable, rhat Phyloſophew 
out of Greece came with them, they being morcall 
Enemies. | 

It is true, That 'Theodore the ſeventh Arch Biſhop 
of Canterbury, a Greeian, borne at' Tarſm in Cilicis, 
Saint Pauls Country, brought with him Greek Phy- 
loſophers, with other Learned Mer, and placed they 
a> 'Greetlade, in Wiltſhire, which was after called 
Kirklade :: And as ſome ſuppoſe, He Founded alſo 4 
Sthoole for Latine, then called, Latinlade, afterwards, 
$ethelade, Theſe Learned Men removing from thence, 
it is ſuppoſed, the Schooles were weplared to Ox- 
ferd ;, which, through the alteration of rime, Civill 
V Varrr, and irruptions of the Daze, were brought 
to decay and extream ruine.

He made diverſe good Lawes, and Tranſlated the 
Saxen Laws into Engliſh :'He Ordeined the Hundreds, 
and Tenths, which men call Ceatuaries : As alfo, for 
the more eaſic and ſpeedy Adminiſtration of Juſtice, 
he firſt divided the Land into Shires ; and over every 
one of theſe Shires gnd Countics, he appointed a 
Sheriffe, and diverſe Magiſtrates, which are certaine 
Gentry next ta the Sheriffe, called, Fuf ices of the 
Peace, diſperſed into all parts of the Country, for 
the better Ordering and puniſhing offengers, that erne 
peace through the whole Land might be preſerved 
and kepr inviolate. 

Thele Saxon Kings and Prineer, according to the 
Devorion of thoſe times, became ſo Zealous in their 
Religiqn, that afrer long warr, travaile, and pine in 
garhering treaſure, did yer diſtribute freely to V Vi- 
dows, Orphans, and to all the works of mercy, as 
Ethelwelfe the ſecond Saxon Monarch gave to the 
Chureh and Religious Orders the Tyther of al by 
Gopds and Lands in weft Saxons, with freedome from 
ol ſervitude, and civil Charger, (mach like the Do» 
fation of Offs, and Etbe/5a!s, Kings of Adereia, in 
ficeing the Churches, Monzfteries, and granring them 
great Liberties.) This Xing Re-edified the Eng/rſh 
Sebools at Rome, decayed, which was Founded by 
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Ive King of weſt Sexons, who firft granted the Pete 
pence to be payd throughout this Land, to the Biſhop 
of Keme, and bis Succeflors, which was continued 
by this King Ethelwolfe, The ground of all their 
Good Works and Donations, was, Remifoion of ſinns, 
which they thought ehereby ro procure 3 they ſought 
ro change their Temporal! kingdoms, for a Kingaome 
of more tnduring ſubflance. Many wandered through 
the world, and lived Hermites Lives : Some went on 
D-votion. to Jer»ſalem, wo Vidſie the Sepulchre of 
Chrift; Others became Monkes in their own Coun- 
try, and went on Pilgrimage tro Rome, after the Ex» 
ample of (odwaladar, the laſt King of the Brittarny,

The Dazes invaded, arriving in Kent, Cornwall, 
Suſſex, and in divers other places, (according-to their 
accuſtomed manner) razing Cities, and deftroying 
Townes. Not long after, S&anm King of Dexmarke 
came With a Navy of $50. Sayle, and Landed 4 
mighty Hoft : To avoyd this ftorme, Erbeldred fled 
iato Normandy, leaving his Subje@s ro the mercy of 
the Daziſh King, who raged the more, to revenge 
che death of his peopley who not lovg before were 
murdered in ehis Land on Saint Bricres Night, the 
ewelfrh day of Novemter, tort. and here he tyran'- 
zed untill the diy of his Dcath. Afﬀrer whom Suc+ 
cceded his Son Canrutw, who (maugre Ethrldred. now 
returned from his Exile, or his S9n Edwemd Troe- 
fide) poſſeſſed himſcife of the Monarchy : Edmur4, 
that Valiant yong Prince, aſtcr that he had accor-ed 
with Canatw, and made a partition of the Land, 
snd fived in love, peace, and 2miry, till the Serpent 
Jave, full of envy, and falſe Conſpiracy, which evr 
borned in the heart of Eavriew that Triytor to his 
King and Country, broke now into an open Flame; 
when he could not accomplifh his wicked defigne in 
his own perſon, he cauſed his Son, by treafon, to muc+ 
ther that worthy -X/=g, the mivrour of —_— ; 
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: E#5c4 vaunting of this bis conceived accepeitile 
decd tothe Kring z Canutxs told him; for this At, his |

ward for their King, the youngeſt Scane of Echcldred, 
Swr-named, the Confeſſour, 

This King for his Vertues, and excellent holineſle, 
was Called S4iut Edward , He no ſooner had the pol- 
ſeſſion of the Imperiall Crown and Diademe, bur 
he begun to be very ſtudious in ſetting forth good 
Laws for his Pcople ; he Colle&ed out of the old 
Laws and Ordinances, (which were reccived, when tFe 
Land was ſubje& ro diverſe Governments) one Uni» 
ferfall and Generall Law, as firſt, Of AMulmetint 
Dunwallo, 2. The Mereian Laws, called Mereinelegs,

4. The Lawsof Canutw and the Dares, ealled Dane» 
tera. 5. As allo of the Northumbers, Of all theſe, 
he Compiled thoſe Laws, which are called, The Com- 
mon Laws of the Realme, or King Edwards Las: {6 
Joſt,'ard ferving the Common-wealth of all ERares, 
That afrer the Vitorious Norman Conquerour had, 
(contrary to his Oath at his Coronation) abrogared 
theſe Laws, through the Rebellion and Climeur of 
the People ; be was Compelled to reſtore ſome of 
Saint Edwpards Laws.

ring the” Nobles, Ptelares, and Clergy, with other 
Degrees of Men, and advancing his own Nation in- 


'to places of Horour, and Rale ; yer being ſo happy 


end fortunate, as to Conquer this Noble Realme, and 
to deferid and preſerve the fame from Civill and In-
